More 
or less trouble has always been, ex- 
perienced with local fire chiefs »Ince 
the paid department was established. 
Some members of the .Public'Safety 
Committe.e are thoroughly convinced 
that an; experienced fireman from one 
of the large cities would get tetter 
results, would establish better iisct- 
pliiie and bring the fire department 
up to a better state of efllctenoy than 
a local chief could. At the meeting 
of Council this evening 
the 
whole 


matter will likely come before that 
body. 


After the meeting adjourned last 


night Chairmen Bean'and McCormlcfc 
opened their hearts to a certain de- 
gree and gave out as much as they 
desired.in print. • 


"We decided to accept the resigna- 


tion of Fire Chief 'Buddy' Martin." 
explained McCormick. 
.; ,The motion to accept Martin's res- 
gtiatoir "was'-roade -by-" Councilmatr-'Wr 
H. Thomas and seconded by Council- 
man Buttermore. 


"The police were not disciplined, 


but will be the next time," said Bean. 


As they had said this much and 


more, before the executive session 
began, the news 'did not cause any 
outburst "of surprise or astonishment.
